EXTENDED: TEMPORARY CLOSURE OF 
120TH AVENUE ACCESS TO PACIFIC OCEAN 

MARKETPLACE/VILLAGER SQUARE 

Due to unforeseen construction conflict and pending weather conditions, the 120th Avenue access to Pacific Ocean 
Marketplace/Villager Square shopping center, located 700 feet east of Main Street, will remain temporarily closed.  
Work will resume to pave as soon as conditions will allow. Work is anticipated to be completed, and access fully 
restored before 6:00 p.m. Friday, April 22. This closure is necessary for the construction of storm sewer through the 
intersection. Alternate access to the shopping centers are Main Street on the west and Greenway Drive on the east.
